The highlight of the meeting was 
an aidess given by Mr. M. J, Cold- 
well who visited Wainwright for he

the gathering to the close. He spoke 
of the national party of the-organiza- 
tion and his topic for discussion was 
“The Rising Cost of Living” which 
subject proved to be of interest to 
everyone, Mr. Coldwell told of the 
Socialist Government in England and 
the work that they had done. He 
pointed out that in Engand the gov- 
ernment had held the line on the cost 
of living. In England he stated that 
the cost of living had not risen 1% 
and in other socialist countries the 
cost of living had only risen about 2 
or 3%, He blamed the major part of 
the rise in prices on the Federal Gov- 
ernments apparent lack of interest 
in the welfare of the people of Can- 
ada. The speaker pointed out that 
the recent lifting of ceiling prices on 
course grains would work a hardship 
on the Dominion, The fact that live- 
stock production was not likely to 
be as profitable in the future as to 
enable the farmers to remain in that 
branch of agricultural production 
would result in less livestock ‘being 
raised. This:he pointed out would lose 
for Canada the necessary overseas 
markets which Canada needs. Mr. 
Coldwell spoke briefly on the balance 
of trade between Canada and - the 
United States, and Canada and Great 
Britain, He emphasized that Canada 
to retain her lead as a nation had to 
retain her exporting business and that 
at the present every effort was being 
made to hold this, but he stated that 
unless a good government policy was 
adopted in this regard, exporting 
might be lost to Canadiams. Mr. 
Coldwell spoke for nearly one and a 
half hours and touched many sub- 
jects, Too many in fact to be further 
discussed here. He stated that he had 
travelled far in the past six weeks, 
addressing public meetings, and to 
wind up his travels he was leaving 
for Manitoba on Gaturday’s train to 
commence a public apeaking tour in 
that Province.

WANTED---ONE FIRE. BRIGADE | 
A matter of great importance was brought before the 
Board. of Trade meeting the other night, and received 

_ eonsiderable discussion. This was the lack of trained fire 
fighting personnel for the Town of Wainwright. 

‘During the past six or eight years the number of train- 

ed personnel who were capable of handling the fire fight- 
ing equipment of the Town’s Fire Brigade have fallen 
off to the extent that today there is hardly one person 
left who could be honestly classified as a competent fire 
fighter. During the past six months, there has on several 
occasions been the need of trained crews to work at 
‘different fires, Luckily for most, those fires occurred in 
the day time. There was one very disastrous fire *which 
oceurred in the middle of the night and through a series 
of slip-ups, there was no crew to respond and consequent 
ly the fire truek showed up with only the driver, which 
was tiot very satisfactory. Needless to say if there had 
been a trained fire fighting crew with that truck on that 
night that it was called, there migtt have been a different 
story to report. _ 

Wainwright has well over $100,000 worth of fighting 
equipment, something that is not surpassed by any town 
our size in these parts, but equipment is nof enough. It is 
senseless to have valuable equipment standing idle wait- 
‘ing for a fire and then when the cohflagration comes, not 
having anyone. who is capable of operating same. As 
from the home owners point of view this must sound very 
unreasonable, but nevertheless it is true. ;

A few of the outer 
stalks of celery diced and cooked 
with the carrots is‘a blend that is 
just as attractive and more unusual. 
If small turnip cubes are mixed with 
peas and fried mushrooms added, the 
macadoine is a dish for the gourmet, 

The home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion Départment 
of Agriculture stress the point of 
proper cooking’ of all vegetables un- 
til they are just tehder and in small 
amounts of water 80 as little as pos- 
sible of the flavour is lost.

IMPORTANT IN INDOOR 
COMFORT 

‘Uncomfortable sensations of 
warmth or cold which will occur to 
occupants of homes this winter in all 
probability can be blamed on the im- 
proper. moisture conditions of the 
air within the home, according to the 
Indoor Comfort Ed@ucational Bureau, 
which advises that the temperature 
of air surrounding the body is just 
one of the seven factors in attending 
complete indoor comfort. 

Occupants of hdines feel cooler in 
dry air with a erature reading 
of 70 degrees they do in moist 
air of the same 
drier the air the faster the body is 
cooled by evaporation of perspira- 
tion, For this reason occupants of 
homes feel more comfortable during 
the winter when moisture has beén 
added to the heated air. 

Maintaining a reasonable humidity 
level should serve to prevent drying 
out of the mucous membranes which

1945, The school was organized 
originally to train ex-service women 
but is now open to civilians and this 
group which graduated was _ repre- 
seritative of all parts of Alberta, oth- 
er Provinces of Canada and even En- 
gland. 


The Schobdl for Nursing Aides is 
under the joint sponsorship of the 
Department of Health and Canadian 
Vocational Training. The course of 
instruction is ten months, made up 
of twelve weeks theory at the school; 
twenty-four weeks practise in various 
hospitals and institutions; and four 
weeks final review at the school, 
Upon completion of the course, the 
nursing “ide receives a . certificate 
from the school, qualifies for an an- 
nual license from the Department of 
Public Health and becomes eligible 
to work in Alberta as a certified 
nursing aide:
